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Otto Hooker Shoots Jefferson

Marshall and Takes Of-

ficer's Gun

WARDEN INSTANTLY .

KILLED AT MILLERSBURG

Posses Organized and Officers

Hasten To Join Hunt For

Murderer

Warden Harry Minto of the Oregon

State penitentiary was shot and
killed at about 11:30 last night

by Otto Hooker,, an escaped convict
whom Warden Minto, Guard Walter
Johnson and Oimrd Sam Burkhart were,
limiting. The three prison officials left
this city in an auto and went to Albany
following the trail of the fugitive who
had shot City Marshal J. J. Benson, of
Jefferson, and taken the officer's gun.
They were coining back from Albany
toward Millersburg when they sudden-
ly ran upon the convict and saw him
disappear in the brush along the road-aid-

Story of the Shooting.
According to the story told to

Coroner Clough who returned to this
city with the body of Warden Minto
Inst night, Mr. Minto and Guard Wa-
lter Johnson were looking over the coun-

try about three miles north of Albany
jicar Millersburg. They stopped their
machine at a clump of brush and de-

cided to look through it for their. man.
Minto started through one part of the
tuush patch and Johnson through an-
other. Evidently Mr. Minto met
Hooker face to face, and the eyes and
ears of the hunted being keener than
those of the hunter, Mr. Minto was shot
full in the face beforo he had a chance
to draw his gun.

The bullet entered the left side of his
nose and passed entirely through the
head coming "out at the back of his
neck just below the hair line on the
Tight side. The gun with which Mr.
Minto was shot was a 32 calibre auto-
matic and death was insiantancous.
Walter Johnson heard the shot and ran
around to where Warden Minto 'g body
was lying. He emptied his gun into
the brush but on account of the dark
ness was unnblo to catch a glimpse of
the murderer.

Hooker was sent hi from Umatilla

tall and weighs 180 pounds. His com-
plexion is light and his hair light brown
with grayish blue eyes, by occupation

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ARDMORE'S DEBRIS
YIELDING VICTIMS

OF GREAT EXPLOSION

TITTY RECOVERED

Ardmore, Okla., Sept. 28.
Bodies dragged, out of the
smouldering ruins of Ardmore 's
business section, plus deaths
from injuries, brought the death
toll from the oil tank explosion
and fire here up to SO by noon
today. Workers were still fran-
tically picking at the piles of
debris believing that even more
dead would be dragged out.
Some hoped that a few more
would be found alive.

;?

Ardmore, Okla, Sept. 28. Scores of
workmen dug today into the smoulder-
ing ruins of Ardmore 's business section
for additional bodies of victims of yes-
terday's explosion and fire. Anx-
ious citizens, among them many women,
watched the workers, in fear that their
labor would mean that the present cas-
ualty list of 40 dead, and 200 severe-
ly wounded would be swelled before
night. Tho property loss stood at a
half million dollars.

Two workmen repairing an oil tank
car near the Santa Fe depot were unin-
tentionally, responsible for the holo-
caust. One hammer struck the

off in a shower of sparks
that blew up the 250 barrel gasoline
tank with a roar that could be heard
for. miles. This explosion was followed
by a series of other lesser ones, while
the flames swept into the business sec-
tion close at hand. The union depot
tumbled into a pilo of wreckage, while
the Hock Inland freight house and
scores of buildings nearby took fire.
This spread until Main street was a
furnace. Clouds of smoke from the
flaming buildings prevented effective
rescue work. The city's small fire de-

partment battled desperately to check
the fires in the larger structures, but
despite their efforts, it was not until
lute Inst night that they were under
control.

The city todffy Is itnder martial law,
while the grim work of hunting victims
imprisoned perhaps beneath fulling
wnlls, proceeds. The hospitals are
filled to overflowing and private homes
havo been ' thrown open to care for
the injured in tho great catastrophe
that has jtunned this city of 10,000.
Every physician in town is busy and
additional doctors have come from Mar-
ietta and Wilson to aid.

Many dead and injured were taken
to their homes by relatives, hence it
was impossible early today accurately
to estimate tho casualty toll. Officials
hoped against hope that it would not
run above their preliminary figures of
35 dead, though they scarcely believed
the hunt through the smoking ruins
would not reveal additional wounded.

Only a few of the 33 known victims
had been identified this forenoon, and

.identification of many will probably
nover bo made as their bodies were

ifteen of the dead are negroes.
Five victims died in the hospitals

this morning, making the total known
lead 10. Six other bodies are believed
to be in the ruins of a pool room from
which already seven bodies have been
taken.

A peddler aiid his horse were killed,
and his wngon was wrecked as he was
crossing the Santa Fe tracks near the
explosion. Falling walls trapped many.
The entire business section suffered
either from the explosion or from fire,
while less seriofis damage followed iu
the wake of the explosion for a dis-

tance of a dozen blocks.
Out of the ruins, workmen pulled a

twisted, charred corpse later identified
as that of Ira Woods, Ardmore refinery
company employe, who, it is believed,
ft'ruck the blow which caused the ex-

plosion.
The explosion tumbled down build-

ings from the Wiiittiiigton hotel, to the
depot, including a rooming house and a
cafe, the Swift n:id company plant and
many others.

Witnesses suid today that the oil
car explosion was followed by a sec
ond explosion of a quantity of dynn
mite stored in a freight shod not far
away. Bits of tho body of Ira Woods,
whose hammer caused sparks to blow
up the car were found yards from the
scene. His helper is supposed to have
left just previously and to have thero- -

by escaped injury. Scores of girls
were working in the Fuddin & Co. dry
goods store nnd the DeWitt cigar plant.
Several of these were injured and
were hurried to their homes. A sys-
tematic search of the ruins of the two
establishments, this forenoon failed to
reveal nny lvdies.

The explosion was like an earthquake
Under its force, wooden buildings
crumpled like pnper, brick walls caved
and poles snapped for yards away. The
shock lasted nearly 40 seconds, nnd was
probably prolonged by lesser explos-
ions of quantities of gasoline thrown
some distance from the car.

A number of the wounded were rush-
ed to Gainesville, Texas, and Oklahoma
City on relief trains. Hence,' an ac-

curate list of casualties cannot be coin-pile- d

immediately, but it is known that
there are over 200 injured in Ardmore
alone.

nfair officials. The track is rapidly
drying out and the races this after-
noon were much faster thnn yesterday's
when the horses were unable to keep
to the pole on account of the heavy
going. '

Salem day, which is tomorrow, prom-
ises to start the real interest and .record
attendance is predicted. Tomorrow is
also slate societies uny and campers'
night. The campers' night is.being fea-
tured by the fair officials and the
Mayor Tozier camptown and a special
program has been arranged for tho fair
visitors which includes a dance and n
general good time. There will be plen-
ty of music and the Salem band will bp

in attendunce in addition to the regular
state fair band.

Tho Good Bonds' program was held
this morning in the new pavilion audi-

torium with Julius Meier, of Portland,
president of the State Good Roads' as-

sociation, presiding. A number of good
addresses on roads nnd road building
were heard iu which tribute was paid in
particular to Columbia highway mid
plans outlined for a general system of
trunk roads through the state. The spe-
ctators were advised to look over tho
road machinery being exhibited at the
fair and the pavement laid inside tin
fair grounds by Marion county was also
called to tho attention 6f the listeners.

The Womnii 's dny program began this
afternoon at 2 o 'clock with a reception
in the new pavilion and a program pre-
sided over by Mrs. L. M. Vail and held
under tho nuspices of the woman 's clubs
of tho state.
J The state sanitary Doard met this
morning to try to untangle the con-

troversy which may bar all livestock
exhibited at the Oregon state fair from
competition in the fair at San Fran
cisco. Charges were made that a move-
ment was on foot to turn the l 75,000
which was to be paid in premiums to
northwest stock back into the general
treasury at the San Francisco fair nnd
thus boost the dividends by a juicy mel-

on. The old "foot and mouth" disease
was brought into piny nnd George J.
Grout and A. P. Arp, of Duluth, Minn.,
may be prohibited' from showing their
stock at San Francisco as well ns the
Oregon state fair.

Grout and Arp have shown their
herds of Guernseys and Polled Angus
cattle at Helena, Mont., at Spokane and
at North Yakima, and then brought
them on to the Oregon stnte fair whero
they are now standing on th side track.
The situation is thus complicated ns the
California officials have put a ban on
stock from Minnesota where it is claim-
ed that the foot nnd mouth disease was
most prevnlent nnd they also claim that
all cattle exhibited at the fairs above
mentioned were exposed to the contag-
ion and it is possiblo that no stock
from the northwest will be allowed to
enter California until after a siege of
quarantine which will be too late for
the fair. This would result In the fair
officials at San Francisco declaring not
enough stock to make an exhibit from
the northwest and would cause 175,000
to be turned bsck into the fair coffers.

Aftor the meeting this morning the
sanitary board decided to hold the four
carloads of blooded stock belonging to
Arp and Grout on the siding until Oc-

tober 1 on which date the Guernseys
and Polled cattle are to be judge, nnd
it is hoped to have the matter settled
by this time. The government officials
have declared Arp's nnd Grout's cat-

tle to be free from all signs of the dis
ease but Stale Veterinarian Keene, of
California, wants to look them over for
himself and the red tape may bar all
northwest cattle from the competition
at the Panama fair though the live
stock officials at the Oregon stnte fair
were hopeful that the stock would !

admitted without being forced into
quarantine.

GUARD JOHNSON TELLS
OF DEATH OF WARDEN
A T CONVICT'S HANDS

Somewhere in the timber in the Wil-

lamette river bottom, a few miles north
of Albany, with four shells in the cham-

ber of his revolver, is Otto Hooker the
convict who killed Warden Harry Min-
to last night. The revolver, a 38 Colt
Special, was the property of Marshall
J. J. Denson, of Jefferson who was shot
and severely wounded by the convict
in his flight from the Oregon state
penitentiary.

Chief of Police Welsh returned to
this city at 1 o'clock after an all night
search for the outlaw who will not hesi-
tate to kill any man who attempts to
stop him as he already has the blood
of two men t n his hands. Chief Welsh
brought back Guard Walter's John-sou'- s

story of the killing which is the
first authentic news to reach this city.
According to Johnson, Guards Bodine
and Rogers and Warden Minto and
himself made up a party of four who
wero searching for the convict and
following his trail from Salem to Al-
bany. They were in Albany when they
heard of the shooting of Marshall Deii-so-

in Jefferson. They started at once
for Jefferson on foot with Minto and
Johnson following the S. P. tracks and
Bodine and Rodgers on the wagon
rond. About one fourth mile south of
Millersburg ami about two and one hnlf
miles north of Albany they heard the
gravel along the track being disturbed.
Minto and Johnson had been walking
on either titlo of the track along the
right of wav and they waited until the
figure of a man loomed up in the dark-
ness.

Johnson called to Minto to be care-
ful uud to drop out of sight until they
could get the drop on the convict as ho
was known to lie a desperate man.
Johnson pulled his gun and stopped,
crouched down along side of the fence
to wnit until Hooker came by.- - John-
son thought Miuto was near to him un-

til alien. 1 of him down tho track he
heard Minto cry out!

"Vou hnlt!''
Two guns cracked together at almost

the snine instant and Johnson ran
ahead toward the noise to seo a mnu
fleeing down the track. Johnson
emptied his Colt, s revolver after the
fugitive but soon lost him in the dark
ness. I p to this tune he did not know
but that Warden Winto was also shoot

'

ing ns Johnson s Colt makes a noise
that drowns out smaller arms. When he
sloped to reload his gun he called to
Minto and received no response. He
returned to the clump of brush nnd saw
him lying stretched out on the ground.
Johnson soko to him and called him
by name ami then telt under his coat
only to find out that the stout heart
of the warden wns still and a flash of
the pockot lamp revealed tho, bullet
hole near the base of the nose on the
eft side of tho fnco.

Tho man hunters had ngreed upon tho
signal of firing two shots to call them
together in case tho man was located

Iu tho meantime Hooker had put con-

siderable distance between him and his
pursuers and as they could do nothing
in the darkness they notified the auth-
orities here to raise a posse.

They heard a rumor that tho fugitive
had been located in the Asche residence
about a mile from Dover, a small sta
tion on thy Oregon Klnctrie, nnd the
Salom police otticers, Welsn, Bower
and Varney went to this place but it
proved to bo a fulso alarm. Asehes
heard something in tho house and one
of the men ran half a mile in his night
clothes to notify the officers but when
they surrounded the house and searched
it they found nothing.

After making his escape from the
prison fnrm yesterday afternoon, Hook-

er was first' seen at Jefferson at 0:12
p. m. when ho met a mnn on tho bridge
and asked him the time of day. The
man thought nothing of it at the time
but when shows a picture of Hooker
today positively identified hint as the
man whom ho met on the bridge. Hook-
er then went on over Into the town
of Jefferson whoro ho met the city
marshul, J. J. Denson. Denson recog-
nized him ns tho escaping prisoner and
called him to halt. Hooker wns carry-
ing a Remington rifle that he had
stolen from the Hines stort in Jeffer-
son enrlier in tho evening but he had
been unable to secure any ammunition
for it. Hooker refused to hnlt and
Denson fired at him with an automatic
shot gnu. A ;ihoII jammed in the eject-
or and while Denson was trying to get
tho shell out Hooker run up and struck
him over tho her.d with the butt of the
rifle. Denson went down like a beef
ami Hooker felt in tho officor's holster
and took the Colt's revolver. Holding
tho revolver in both hands the convict
stepped over the prostrate body of tho
marshnll and firoit. The bullet entered
tho shoulder, breaking tho collar bono
Tind rnnglyg downward coining out at
the back.

Hooker then ran down tho street and
across the bridge and- - disappeared in
tho underbrush. Jlo was making lor
Albany when he wns Intercepted by
Wsrdcu Minto nnd Guard Johnson,

DECLARES ALLIES

AREJHECKED

Promised Second Rush Will Be

Dealt With Just As

Effectively

(United Preus staff correhpondent.)
Berlin, Sept. 28. Tho allies' first

rush on the western front lias been met
and stopped. A second rush, promised

by tho enemy, will be deult with even
more effectively.

Berlin was extremely confident today
that the offensive would crumble into
mere trench fighting before the week-
end. In spite of the fact that thn der-
ma n defenders are checking them, the
allies will again attack, It is expected.
Onslaughts, it is anticipated, will con-

tinue for at least a week, unless a
disaster like Ncuvc Chnpellu halts them.

Since the first day of the new of-

fensive, the German line has not been
dented. The allies' successes in the
enrly hours of tho conflict were due
solely to the long artillery prepara-
tion. Weeks of shelling had demolished
the advanced trenches, and had made It
useless to attempt to defeat them.
Therefore the Germans retired In the
Champagne and on a narrow front
about Loos. On the seeond day, no
such easy task confronted the allies.
From behind their second defenses, not
demolished by the artillery prepara-
tions, the Germans were unyielding.
British troops halted before the wire
entanglements, were repulsed by heavy
German firo.

It was officially stated todsy that
the enemy has made no further gains
in any sector from Arras to the sea.

Paris Claims Armies Are

Making Steady Progress

In West

BERLIN SAYS ALLIES

COMPLETELY CHECKED

Petrograd Reports More Vio-

lent Fighting Along

East Front

Paris, Sept. 28. Despite violent re
sistance, tho French ha'e made further
gains In the Champagno region and
around Arms, it wns officially claimed
today.

Fighting In tho pnst 24 hours has
been attended by heavy losses on both
sides.

Steady streams of fire are playing
across tno Champagne and Artois fronts
and tho nlllcs nro continuing their of
fensive.

Continuing their stendy onslaught
during the niuht. the French approach
ed the hills east and south, of Souchea,
tho scene of much bloody fighting m
the past year.

Tne rrencn stormed several stroiifj
second line positions in the Cham-pann-

Slitxht progress was made to
ward La Jnstleo, north of Massiges and
west of Villo Tourbe. Klsowhero the
Froneh Inflicted heavy losses on tho
Teutons though they 'were unable to
penetrate tho latter a wire defense net
work.

Tho German crown prince's attempt-
ed diversion in the Argonno hns proved
fruitless. Last night the French re- -

overed most of tho ground thay had
lost there.
